State, because of the ignorance of the 
white inhabitants of that Territory — 
ignorance not so dense nor widespread 
as that which prevails among the 
blacks in Southern States.

If the middle one of these three stars 
be examined it will be seen to be sur- : 
rounded by a haze. This is the great 
nebula of Orion, one of the most won- 
derful objects in the heavens, and 
plainly visible to the naked eye on a 
clear moonless night Astronomers ) 
have turned their great telescopes upon ; 
it in the hope of resolving it into a 
mass of stars, but they have been un- , 
successful, and spectrum analysis now 
leads us to believe the great nebula is 
a mass of glowing vapor. The sup- 
porters of the nebuWr hypothesis 
looked to this body as "Yin example of 
the way in which a system of worlds 
was to be formed out of an immense 
mass of "fire mist,” according to their 
theory, but it does not behave just as 
the rouse of fire mist ought to. Orion 
possesses many other objects of inter- 
est, especially for the telescopist, but 
they can not be enumerated here. 

The star in the upper left-hand 
corner of the oblong of Orion is Betel- i 
geuse. Twenty-six degrees east of this | 
star is seen another bright star, | 
Procyon, in the constellation Canis 
Minor, the Little Dog; lower down, 
twenty-six degrees from Procyon and 
the same from Betelgeuse is Sirius, the 
Dog Star.the three forming an equilat- 
eral triangle twenty-six degrees on a 
side. 

Sirius is the brightest fixed star in ! 
the heavens. He is two and one-half j 
times as bright as the average first- 
magnitude star, and must be vastly 
larger or more brilliant than our sun, 
since his distance is so great that it 
takes light, traveling at the rate of 
186,000 miles per second, more than 
fifteen years to reach us. 

There was a mystery about Sirius 
for a long time. He was observed to 
move about in a strange way. For a 
few years he would move in one direc- 
tion, then he would move in another 
direction. It was suggested that the 
motion was due to a companion star, 
which did not give enough light to be 
visible, but which revolved around 
Sirius and pulled him in one direction 
and another. It was even ealculateO 
in which direction he ought to be from 
Sirius. This idea was justified by the 
discovery, in 1862, of a tenth-magni- 
tude star in about the calculated posi- 
tion. This faint star must be of great 
sice to so affect Sirius, but its surface 
has probably a low light-giving power. 

The ancients seemed to consider j 
Sirius responsible for the extreme heat ; 
of summer, since they named forty days 
near the middle of summer the “dog j 
days,” when Sirius was not visible in 
the morning or evening. On March 1 j 
Sirius sets about lam. He sets | 
earlier and earlier until he sets so soon 
after the sun as not to be visible, and 
can not be seen for forty days, after 
which he rises a short time before the 
sun in the morning. These forty days 
were called the “dog day a” 

Almost directly overhead is seen a 
blight star. This is Capella the lead- 
ing star in the constellation of Auriga, 
the Charioteer. It is associated with 
j four other smaller stars, forming a 
■ somewhat irregular pentagon. Toward 
the east and about one-third the way 
from the horizon to the zenith, is 
Regulus. The well-known sickle is 
seen extending northward and upward 
from Regqlus at the end of the handle. 

There is a remarkable variable star 
which will amply repay the little 
trouble required to find iL Imagine 
a line drawn from the Pole Star to 
Capella; turn off to the west at right 
I angles to this line, and at half its 
length is seen a moderately brighter 
star. • 

This is B PerseL or Algol, the cele- 
brated Winking Demon; or, another 
way to find it: About one-third the 

| way from the zenith to the northwest 
point is seen a bending row of stars, 
the convex side toward the western 
horizon. South and west of this row, 
which marks the constellation Per- 
seus, is Algol, associated with three 
other smaller stars to form a rhom- 
boid. Now the peculiarity about this 
star is that its light is variable. After 
shining like a reliable star of the sec- 
ond magnitude for two days and four- 
I teen hours, he begins to grow fainter, 
until, at the end of three and a half 
hours he is of only the fourth magni- 
tude. He then grows brighter, and at 
the end of another three and a half 
hours is again of the second magni- 
tude. The period of variation is about 
two days, twenty hours, forty-nine 
minutes, and so, when the time of any

FOR HOMELY WOMEN. 

Mirror* That Will Male* Their yarr* Look 
UuiUomc. 

“It is true,” said a dealer in mir- 
rors, “that none of us know exactly 
what manner of men we are. The j 
mirror does not enable us to see our 
outer selves as others see us. Only 
tho finest mirrors approach perfection 
of surface. The best are made of 
plate glass, but if you happen to look 
into a large mirror you discover that i 
the straight lines and right angles of a 
room appear all awry. The reflection 
most nearly true to the object reflected 
is obtained perhaps from a hand mir- 
ror made of plate glass or from a me- 
tal ic mirror of moderate size. 

“Great pains are taken to insure a 
true surface in plate glass, but few 
mirrors long in use have a surface in a 
single plane. A slight defect distorts 
the image. I have seen homely worn- | 
en look almost handsome in a mirror 
by reason of a defect in the surface 
that remedied a bad feature. It is not 
difficult to sell such mirrors to ladies 
who need a flatterer near at hand. 

“Here is a mirror that illustrates 
w! at I have said,” continued the deal- 
er, taking down a circular glass in- 
closed in a stout frame, which was pro- 
vided with a handle. The listener, 
looking in. beheld an odd distortion of 
his own features.

It may probably be considered an un- 1 
fortunate circumstance that the most 
interesting constellations and brilliant 
stars are to be seen in the winter, and 
the amateur astronomer who is unwill- 
ing to brave the cold blasts in order to I 
study the beauties of the winter sky 
must miss a great deal. 

As the motion of the celestial sphere 
is not clearly understood by every one, 
a few words of explanation may be ap- 
propriate. If we stand in an open 
space on a clear night and watch for a 
short time, we sec stars rising in the 
east and setting in the west, and those 
in the south moving westward, while 
if we turn our eyes to the north we no- 
tice that if we take a point in the heav- 
ens about half-way from the north 
point to the point overhead, stars 
above this point are moving toward 
the left, and stars below toward the 
right, while those on the left are mov- 
ing downward, and those on the right 
upward. 

In fact, stars in this region never 
set, but describe small cirfslea about a 
point in the celestial sphere elevated, 
in our latitude, about 40 degrees 
above the north poinL This point is 
called the north pole of the celestial 
sphere, and is marked by a star of the 
second magnitude, Polaris, or the Pole 
Star, which is known to every body. 
This star is only a degree and a half 
from the true pole, so that it describes 
a very small circle, and thus appears 
stationary. 

All the stars revolve in circles 
around this pole, but some of them 
move in circlos so large, on account of 
their distance from the pole, that por- 
tions of their orbits lie below the hori- 
zon. and these stars rise and set Of 
course this motion is all apparent and 
is due to the rotation of the earth, 

which is accomplished in 23 — , 66 

minutes, 4.09 seconds. Now, siaoa 
the sun's revolution about the earth 
takes 24 hours (the time is longer 
than the tinie of the earth's rotation 
time on account of the retarding influ- 
ence of the earth's annual revolution 
about tho sun) the stars gain oa the 
sun each revolution by an amount 
equal to the difference between 24 
hours and 23 hours, 66 minutes, 4.00 
seconds, or S minutes, 65.91 seconds, 
so that each evening a given star will 
rise about four minutes earlier than it 
did the previous evening. This 
amounts to two hours a month, so that 
the aspect of the starry vault changes 
continually with the season. 

It happens that the portion of the 
celestial sphere we see on a winter 
evening contains more stars of the 
first and second magnitude than any 
j other portion, and it is due to this that 
the winter sky appears more brilliant 
than the summer, as well as to the fact 
that the atmosphere is probably clearer 
on a cold winter night- The Greely 
expedition found that uear the North 
j Pole stars fully one magnitude below 
the limit of visibility in our country 
! could be seen. 

If we stand facing the south about 
half-past seven in the evening, in the 
; latter part of February, we see a grand 
array of stare. A little to the west of 
i south, and kbout half way from the 
! horizon to the zenith, is seen an oblong 
1 formed by four conspicuous stars. 
About 10 degrees long by 6 degrees 
wide. The distanoe from the horizon 
to the zenith is 90 degrees, which will

Astronomers are not agreed as to 
what causes this remarkable periodic 
diminution of the star's light, but the 
general opinion is that a large dark 
body is revolving around the star at a 
frightful speed, and partially eclipses 
the star at every revolution.

DEMOCRATS AXD REPUBLICANS UXITE 
TO DOLXCK A BLOODY SHIKTEK 

A telegram from Ft. Smith on the 
30th, Decoration Day, tells of a lively 
time tiiere: 

The ladies of Fort Smith, both wives 
and daughters of Federal and Confed- 
erates, were out in large numbers laden 
with flowers, with which, as usual to 
decorate t tie gravee of the heroic dead 
who lie buried iu our National Ceme- 
tery, irrespective of the side on which 
they fought. 

Hon. Thomas H. Karnes, a promi- 
nent lawyer of this city, was orator of 
tlie day. He made a patriotic speech, 
which was listened to with pleasure 
aud profit by a large assemblage. 

After he had finished speaking, Hon. 
Mr. Kelly, of Kansas, a stranger to the 
people here, was introduced, aud prob- 
ably no people assembled upon such au 
occasion, amid such surroundings, ever 
listened to such a speech. 

Amoug other things he said, in sub- 
stance : “The Slate of Arkansas is in 

disrepute. Comrades Benjamin and 
Clayton were assassinated iu this State 
because they were loyal to the flag of 
tlieir couotry. The eyes of the entire 
coutitry are upon Arkansas ” 

lie said hi* Slate Legislature had 
passed resolutions denouncing Arkan- 
sas and calling upon the National Gov- 
ernment to protect its people, eveu if it 
had to put it under martial law, aud 
then continued : “I am a Congress- 
man, and, Comrades, I will see that 
you are protected, if my influeuce and 
power can affect it, even if we have to 
resort to maitial law." 

The indignation aud contempt of our 
citizens at the remarkable speech of 
Mr. Kelly culminated in a large but 
spontaneous meeting at the court house 
at 3 p. m. It was composed of bolh 
Republican aud Democrats, and reso- 
lutions were reported by a committee 
composed of two Republicans aud oue 
Democrat, two of whom were Federal 
soldiers and members of ibe G. A. R. 
J. P. Grady, a Republican and ex-Fed- 
eral soldier, and a member of tbe G. A. 
R., was called to the chair, when tlie 
following resolutions were unanimous- 
ly adopted : 

“Whereas, Hou. Mr. Kelley, of Kau- 
sas, au entire stranger, has this day dis- 
graced alike the Republican parly and 
insulted our people by desecrating the 
graves of our national dead in a bitter, 
partisan speech, .denouncing tbe peo- 
ple of Arkansas as a lawless people, aud 
incapable of self-government, and 
threatening litem with his influence, as 
member of Congress, to put tbe Plate 
under martial law, aDd 

“Whereas, Mr. Kelly lias a son liv- 
ing iu this city, who is a part owner of 
the Republican paper of Fort Smith, 
aud who fcuows, unless lie is uou com- 
pos mentis, that such charges and in- 
sinuations are false, and that tbe 
laws of Arkansas are as rigidly enforced 
as any State of this Union, therefore be 
it 

Resolved, That this meeting, com- 
posed of Democrls and Republicans, 
denounce tbs speech of Mr. Kelly as 
not only false, but, upon such a sacred 
occasion, iu a taste that could, it is to 
he hoped, emiuale from no part of the 
civilized coumry excopt from a State 
w hose Legislature made such a dis- 
graceful show of itself in tlie resolution 
of which Mr. Kelly boasted so largely 
to-day.

Joseph Burgmann, of Lansingburg, 
builder of paper boats, is now engaged 
on the construction of paper torpedo 
boats, under the countenance of tho 
Navy Department. The trial boat is 
nearly ready, and is a peculiar con- 
struction measuring nearly eleven feet 
in length, and about tho same dimen- 
sions in breadth, with a depth of only 
sixteen inches. Its shape at either 
end is that of a cigar that has been 
somewhat flattened in the box. Anv 
cross section, at right angles with its 
longitudinal axis, is an oval, and it 
tajMjrs to a sharp point at each end. It 
is made of twelve folds of paper, is 
one-seventh of an inch thick, and 
though it contains no braces, is so hard 
and strong that one by pressiug against 
it might presume that it was 
solid. Its greatest beam is about 
four feet from the bow. Tho 

craft is constructed in halves 

so that each half is a koelless paper 
boat, its lines converging to two points, 
at stem and stern. Within the sholl 
are three cleats, to which nn electric 
dynamo will be fastened amidships. 
This dynamo will turn a light propel- 
er, at a high rate of speed. In tho 
bow, in a space two feet long, will bo 
stored twenty-five pounds of dynamite, 
enough to blow the biggest turret ship 
into a cocked hat before Bismarck 
could say “sauer- kraut.” The contact 
of a pointed block of brass protruding 
through the bow of the torpedo with 
the side of a vessel will discharge the 
dynamite. The torpedo boat will be 
steered by means of electric wires con- 
necting its stern with the ship from 
which it is sent out. The sholl, which 
will be water-tight, will be so ballasted 
that it will run along under water at 
the necessary depth. — Paper Mill. 



The Terrible Effect* of an Avalanche De- 
scribed by an English Traveler. 

I enjoyed an excelent opportunity 
last March of inspecting the interior 
of a Staub-Lawine, or snow-dust ava- 
lanche, which fell in the valley of 
Davos below the village of Glares. 
At its deepest point it lay about sixty 
feet above the post road, and a gallery 
had been bored through it with great 
labor for the passage of sledges. The 
walls of this tunnel were a compact 
mass of compressed snow, which the 
workmen cut into with pickaxes. You 
could make no impression on it with 
your fingers, and the marks of the 
pick were as sharp as on a block of 
marble. I noticed the following ob- 
jects imbedded in the portion of the 
avalanche exposed to view: Large 
and small fragments of gneiss and j 
limestone; occasionally a large boul- 
der; trunks of trees, mostly larch and ■ 
pine, sawn flush with tho snow walls; 
branches, innumerable twigs of cem- 
bra, larch, spruce, fir and alder, so 
evenly distributed over the whole sur- 
face that the trees from which they 
had been torn must have been stripped 
by the whirl of wind and snow- 
dust; these fragments were so 
firmly clutched that you could not 
scoop them out; lastly, and most im- 
pressive, massive blocks of pure trans- 
parent ice, one of them six feet in 
length, three feet in depth, and how 1 
broad I do not know. This ice must 
have been torn by the blast from 
frozen waterfalls in the gullies of the 
Rutschtobel. Tho avalanche prob- 
ably started at some three thousand 
feet above the Landwasser, descend- 
ing from a district known as the 
Auaserberg, which is dominated by 
the two peaks of tho Leidbachhorn and 
Aelplihorn. It was clear on seeing 
how stone, stems, branches, twigs, 
blocks of ice, eta, were firmly 
wrought into the snow mass that a 
man’s body would bo inextricably 
clasped by the same frozon substance. 
Standing in the gallery and reflecting 
on these things, I remembered with a 
thrill of awe that somehow or another, 
at no great distance, the corpse of a 
man lay actually imbedded there. He 
was called Caspar Valar; and he had 
been buried in the avalanche upon 
February 7 . Gangs of peasants to the 
number of fifty had dug incessantly 
for seven days in tho hopes of 
alighting on his body. Passing 
along the road, we had seen them 
at tho stream side, sounding the snow 
with poles, breaking it up with pick- 
axes, and delving into it with spades; 
and their sad, resigned faces told how 
they sorrowed for their comrade. His 
fate might so easily be theirs, too! The 
savage Alpine winter claims its vic- 
tims yearly. Therefore, hodie tibi 
eras mUii, quod eras sum quod es ero 
(to-day for thee, to-morrow for me; 
what thou wast I am, what thou art 1 
shall be) seemed written on their earn- 
est features. At last this labor of the 
search, willingly and without wage 
given by the men of Glarus. had to be 
abandoned as impracticable. Caspar 
Valar was left to slumber in his icy 
sepulcher until the melting avalanche 
relaxed its hold In spring-time. His 
widow, meanwhile, with two young 
children, went on living in their wood- 
en chalet on the hill which overlooks 
the dreadful thing which robbed her 
of her husband. On the 3 d of May she 
gave birth to a stillborn child, and on 
the same day her husband's corpse 
was brought to light He had been 
carried across the stream by the rush 
of the Staub-Lawine and his body was 
in excelent preservation. — Cornhill 
Magazine.

Cliaracterintlc Anecdote* Illustrating the 
Simplicity of the Kn*sian Police. 

We heard many funny stories from 
the political exiles in Siberia with re- 
gard to the ignorance shown and the 
mistakes made by tho rural police in 
dealing with supposed revolutionists. 
Four or five years ago, just after the 
assassination of the gendarme officer 
Sudcikin (Soo-day-i-kin) by the terror- 
ist Degaief (Deegy-yeff), photographs 
of Degaief were sent to every police 
office in the empire. On the back was 
printed an offer of 10,000 rubles’ re- 
ward for the capture of the assassin, 
and on the face were printed six pho- 
tographs of Degaief, showing how he 
looked in a cap and without a cap; with 
a full beard and without a full beard; 
and with a mustache and without a 
mustache. A hard-drinking and igno- 
rant police officer in a village of West- 
ern Siberia, into whose bands a copy 
of this card fell, arrested four unlucky 
wayfarers who happened to look more 
or less like the photographs of 
Degaief, and committed them to 
jail; then he went about the village, 
and to the dram-shop, in a half- 
tipsy condition, boasting that he 
had captured four of those accursed 
Degaiefs, and was going to hold them 
until he could find the other two, so 
that he could turn the six together over 
to the higher authorities. He had no 
doubt that he would get not only 10,- 
000 rubies' reward, but a cross of 
honor. 

Another police officer, equally igno- 
rant, arrested a scientific man, a mem- 
ber of the Imperial Geographical So- 
ciety, who had gone into the country 
to pursue his favorite study of orni- 
thology. The unfortunate naturalist was 
accustomed to note down every day the 
names of the birds of which he had 
secured specimens, and the sagacious 
police officer, in looking over his pris- 
oner’s diary, found on almost every 
page such entries as “June 13 — Killed 
a fine crown snipe this afternoon;” or 
1 “June 17 — Shot a silvia horleusis to- 
day.” Regarding these entries as un- 
mistakable records in cipher of 
Nihilistic murders, the officer sout the 
captured ornithologist, under strong 
guard, to the chief of police of the dis- 
trict, with the note-book as docu- 
mentary proof that the prisoner was 
one of the most desperate and blood- 
thirsty of the terrorist assassins: the 
entry with regard to “crown snipe," 
he said, was plainly a reference to the 
most august family of the Gossudar. —

rain, inflammation of the stomnch and 
hollow stomach. He also finds that 
saltpeter and epsom salts are an al- 
most certain cure for the so-called 
Texas fever. He also claims thtt 
“black leg” can be prevented by plac- 
ing extra fat calves on such rations m 
will tend to reduce their surplus fat,
